It takes place every Rugust for three weeks in Edinburgh, Scotland's 
capital city. 

Every year thousands of shows take place and there is something 
for everyone. There are very famous performers in the world of 
entertainment and unknown artists just starting their careers. Shows 
include theatre, comedy, dance, music, exhibitions and events. 

The festival started in 1947, when eight uninvited theatre groups 
arrived to perform at the Edinburgh International Festival. Not being 
part of the official programme of the International festival didn't stop 
these performers - they just did their shows anyway. Every year more 
and more performers came and in 1959 the Festival Fringe Society 
started. 

The Society became formal and printed its own programme ond sold 
tickets. The society lets anyone perform and doesn't check events 
before they start.

tudents often have to work in 
I groups at university. This is because 
many lecturers think there are advantages 
to group work. You can share your ideas and 
find solutions to problems. You can develop your 
communication skills. You can also learn about 
different cultures and improve your English. 

However, there are problems with working in a group. 
Sometimes a very confident or talkative person can 
dominate the group. Some group members never 
speak - they just sit in silence. Sometimes people only 
want to talk and not listen. This might be because they 
think they are right and they think everyone else is wrong. 

Students can avoid these kinds of problems by making 
rules. For example, agree an agenda for the meeting 
and how often the group will meet. Always agree 
the deadlines for the work. Usually it is helpful for 
everyone to have a role. For example, one person takes 
notes, another does research, and another produces the 
PowerPoint slides. 

Doing group work at university is an important 
experience that you also need for your future.

A Madagascar is the fourth largest 
island in the world. It is located 
in the Indian Ocean off the 
southeastern coast of Africa. The 
country is quite poor and most 
people earn less than $2 a day. 
However, there is growing interest 
in the country for tourism, but at 
the moment very few tourists visit. 

B Madagascar has something 
special which makes it very 
interesting for scientists and 
tourists alike. It has many species 
of plants and animals that do not 
exist in other countries. Between 
80 and 90 percent of its animals 
and plants have only ever been 
found in Madagascar. 

C People have lived in Madagascar 
for a very long time. Most 
researchers believe that the 
first people came to the island 
over 2000 years ago from 
Borneo in the South China Sea. 


However, since then Arabs and 
East Africans, and later Malays, 
Javanese, Indians, Chinese 
and Europeans have all lived in 
Madagascar.

They are also often more intelligent 
and have a higher *1Q than their *siblings. 


So how can we explain these differences? Well, 
first born and only children have more attention. 
With regards to only children - there is more 
money in a small family, so more money is spent 
on them. The diet of children can also be different 
because more money is spent on food in smaller 
families. First borns and only children are spoken 
to more like an adults and spend more time with 
adults. As a result, if the family has another child, 
the oldest becomes like another parent.

The International Space Station 
The International Space Station is the largest spacecraft ever 
built. Launched in 1 998, it took ten years to build. The estimated 
cost to build the space station is $100 billion dollars. This makes 
it the most expensive single object in the world. 

Back on Earth, there are lots of records for being the tallest or 
the highest object. One record holder is the Bailong elevator in 
Zhangjiajie, China. It is the world's highest and heaviest outdoor 
elevator, travelling to 330m. However, it isn't as high as the 
highest elevator in the world. The highest elevator is in the Burj 
Al Khalifa, in Dubai, at over 500 metres.

Also, women over 5ft 3in tall are more likely to have 
twins and the average height in Kodinhi is 5ft.
